ent the horn from growing at all, 
Moisten the place with your finger, 
dipped in water, and then rub with 
the potash till the skin simply begins 
to look red.

‘The Dominion Forest: Reserves} 
cover approximately 43,750 square 
miles, an area twice that of the proy- 
ince of Nova Scotia, or over half that 
of Manitoba, prior to 1912.” These re- 


serves lic in the three prairie proviny 
ceé.and in the railway belt of Britist 
Columbia, The Dominién government 
also maintains a free. patrol. service 
over many hundreds of square miles 
of forest not yet included in the res- 
eryations. Before any areas are in- 
cluded in the reserves they are cov- 


fered by stirveys by trained men to 


ascertain the character of the country 
from a forester’s point ofwwiew. A 
belt of country from the east to. the 
west of the, Provinces’ of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, compris- 
ing all 145,000 square miles of the 
northern parts of these provinces has 
been surveyed. In some respects the 
survey has been a disappointment, for 
a comparatively gmall proportion of 
the area is found.to-be-covefed with 
timber bf any sizé.

At present, and for some time to 
come, the development of the forest 
reserves has meant, and will mean, 
the expenditure of a large amount of 
money with only small returng.
